The followingextract from the Departmentof Health, Education,
and Welfare General AdministrationManual is called to the
attentionof the Public Health Service Consultants:

“Advisorsand consultantsserving as members of public advisory
committeesshould not participatein situationsin which a
violation of conflict of interest laws and regulationsis likely
to occur. Heads of Bureaus and Divisions should establish
procedures and controls to insure that a committeemember is
disqualifiedfrom performing duties or rendering advice which
will have a direct and predictable effect on the interestsof an
organizationor institutionwith which he is associatedas an
employee or consultantor in which he has a financial interest.
In particular, committeemembers should not participate in the
evaluationof contract or grant proposals which will directly
affect the interestsof such organizationor institution.”
